Herbert Hoover indorsed a nation- 
wide program yesterday for spreading 
the cost of the Republican campaign 
over 1,000,000 contributors,-or ten times 
the 1924 total of donors. 

With the _ presidential nominee's 
specific approval, J. R. Nutt, Republi- 
can national committee treasurer, after 
a conference with Dr. Hubert. Work, 
the national chairman, launched yes- 
terday a project for establishing “a new 
basis of nation-wide participation, in 
financing a presidential campaign” by 
the organization of Hoover-Curtis 
legions in every State with the slogan 
“One Million Contributors.” 

“Campaign contributions should not 
be limited to the few,” Hoover declared 
in a statement indorsing the plan. 
“I believe there should be the widest 
possible participation in raising the 
necessary expenses of the campaign. 

“Every presidential campaign is an 
important educational period in na- 
tional issues. It is the duty of politi-- 
cal parties to present their views and 
the issues to the public. This involves 
a legitimate expenditure of money. All 
of which is publicly accounted for. 
Therefore all those who are interested 
in the issues and the Republican 
party should assist the committee in 
this. work.” 


Nutt pointed out that while only 90,- 
604 persons contributed to the Coolidge 
campaign fund, 15,725,016 votes were 
cast for him in 1924 and “we are ask- 
ing that one in Mifteen of these voters 
join the Hoover-Curtis legion and con- 
tribute a dollar or more to the cam- 
paign fund.” He added that “we are 
looking to the women to help us set 
up this organization of 1,000,000 givers.”

Mrs. Armanda Rexroth, 58 years old, 
5T4 Irving street northwest, died 
terday morning at Garfield Hospital 
from a bullet wound in her head. She 
was shot Saturday night at her home 
by Eustis Wurst, 34-year-old baker 
who committed suicide shortly after 
shooting and seriously wounding his 
33-year-old wife, Mrs. Elizabeth Wurst, 
from whom he was estranged.

An autopsy performed on the body of 
Mrs. Rexroth yesterday afternoof at the 
District Morgue by Deputy Coroner Jo- 


seph D. Rogers, disclosed the fact that 
4 the bullet which killed the aged woman 


had entered her jaw. It took an upward 
course and barely entered her brain. 

No inquest will be held, Coroner J

Wichita, Kans., Sept. 30 (A.P.).— 
From the heart of enemy territory, 
Kansas, the home State of Senator 
Charles Curtis, his rival for the Vice 
Presidency, the voice of Senator Joe 
Robinson will be raised tomorrow in 
protest “against the Republican record 
toward the farmers of the Nation.” 

The Democratic vice presidential 
nominee, who, with Mrs. Robinson, ar- 
rived here this morning from Colum- 
bia, Mo., has for some time been at 
work on a speech on this question. 
Since starting his invasion of the West, 
however, he has waited to reach Kansas 
soil before opening up at any length 
on the issue. 1 

Thirty days ago, in’ formally accept- 
ing second place on the Democratic 
ticket, the senator described farm re- 
lier as “perhaps” the most important 
question up for determination, and 
upon reaching here was advised that it 
was the issue responsible for what 
Democrats eontend is an unrest among 
voters in this normally Republican 
stronghold. 

Mr. Robinson himself has been quiet 
as to the political strategy of the Dem- 
Oocratic thrust into Kansas, which, be- 
sides being the home of Senator Curtis. 
also is the home of Secretary Jardine 
and former Gov. Henry J. Allen, now 
director of Republican publicity. Other 
members of his party, however, have 
Said that Democratic chieftains have 
been advised of what they describe as 
unrest in Kansas farm ranks and that 
the invasion had been undertaken for 
this reason, 

It was pointed out that Gov. Smith 
had stopped at Wichita on his swing 
through the West and that a State 
committee was active. It also was said

Dr. Peter J. McLougl n, dean of. the 
Catholic University Law School, died 
yesterday morning at the Deatoness 
Hospital, Brookline, Mass., following an 
operation for blood polsoning, accord- 
ing to word received her? last night.

JUSTICE CLOGGED. 

Crowded court dockets have come to be the 
rule rather than the exception. From Califor- 
nia to Maine, from the highest court to the 
lowest, more offenders are being brought be- 
fore the bar today than ever before in the his- 
tory, of the country. Optimists assert that this 
wave of lawbreaking is but temporary: and 
that when the pendulum swings back, as it 
must before long, crowded courts will be but 
memories. Those who look: facts in the face, 
however, can see little or no relief. The 
country is buried beneath an avalanche of 
laws, and regulations. Criminals are bold and 
audacious. The average man, in going about 
his ordinary affairs, can not help but break 
many laws and the courts probably will con- 
tinue to be crowded. , 

Chief Justice Taft advises the President that 
additional judges should be provided for Fed- 
eral Courts.

BODY AND SPIRIT. 


At the recent meeting of the British Asso- | 


ciation .at Glasgow, Sir Oliver Lodge gave a 
remarkable degree of support to the doctrine 
of eternality put forward by Wordsworth in 
1807 in his great Ode. Sir Oliver held that, in 
some sense, we must have been in existence be- 
fore we became men and women, not, how- 
ever, as’ personalities, but in some vague way 
that we do not understand. This is a long 
way below the concept of Wordsworth, who 
affirms that 

Not in entire forgetfulness, 

And not in utter nakedness, 


But trailing clouds of glory do we come 
From God, who is our home; ’ 


But both the scientist and the poet are a' 
least agreed on some form of preexistence. 

They are also agreed on the subject of im- 
mortality, as distinguished from eternality. 
Sir-Oliver Lodge firmly believes, as Words- 
worth did and said, that the soul survives the 
death of the body, and can not go out of ex- 
istence, even if it so desired.

FIVE-POWER: NAVAL 
PARLEY EXPECTED 


League Circles See U. S. in 
Acceptable Mood; London 
Waiting on Italy. 


Geneva, Sept. 30 (A.P.).—The de- 
duction League of Nations circles draw 
from the American note rejecting the 
Franco-British naval accord is that the 
United States would be willing to par- 
ticipate in a five-power naval confer- 
ence to find a basis for naval Imitation 
acceptable to all. As press dispatches 
have indicated American aversion ‘to 
any private parley, Geneva sees no hope 
for London's suggestion that unofficial 
conversations be held particularly as 
these presumably would be founded on 
the Franco-British accord, which Wash- 
ington now declines to accept as the 
basis for a discussion. 

While the American communication 
Is generally regarded as an example of 
that same plain speaking which has 
characterized recent sessions of the 
League of Nations assembly, observes 
think that it leaves the door open for 
adjustments by emphasizing readiness 
to take into consideration the special 
needs of other powers through the au- 
thorization of transfers of allotted ton- 
nop from ‘one class of warship to an- 
other. 


British Officials Hopeful. 


London, Sept. 30 (A.P.).—Although 
the British press generally characterizes 
the Anglo-French naval accord as dead, 


Official circles refuse to acknowledge 
that the American note has closed the 
door on attemtps to break the existing 
international deadlock on the naval 
disarmament problem. The’ British 
cabinet must first consider the Ameri- 
can note and it is then expected that 
the next step will be a British answer 
to it.

METROPOLITAN | 


In “The Singing Fool,” the Warner 
Brothers’ second semiaudible vehicle for 
the blistering talents of Al Jolson, be- 
ing presented at_the Winter Garden in 
New York at prices ranging up to $3, 
but visible here this woe at the Metro- 
politan Theater at the regular house 
scale, the native son has a less sub- 
Stantial drama, but a far better enter- 
tainment, than in “The Jazz Singer.” 
In this screen subject, Jolson, reveals 
& newly acquired poise and convincing 
authority that render him completely 
himself and as potent a personality as 
| he ever was on the stage, 

“The Singing Fool” traces the expe- 
riences of a singing waiter in “Blackie 
Joe’s honky-tonk, who becomes Broad- 
way’s brightest star and most famous 
song writer until the deliberate per- 
fidy of an unworthy wife topples him 
from the heights to the uttermost 
depths of artistic and financial disin- 
tegration, from which he its reclaimed 
by the death of his small son and the 
understanding friendship of a demure 
little cigaret girl. There is in the story 
a@ faint suggestion of an actual char- 
acter who began as a vocal servitor in 
“Nigger Mike's,” on the Bowery, and 
became America’s greatest writer of 
jazz and ballads, which, of course, is 
less important than the fact that the 
title role permits the star a wide field 
for the display of abilities beyond the 
range of those with which he generally 
has been credited. 

Personally, I am not impressed by 
Jolson as the tragedian until he ex- 
presses the turmoil of his spirit in mel- 
ody. His reading of deeply emotional 
lines—-many of which are made audi- 
ble by Vitaphone—is not so authentic 
as his expression of pathos in song. 
Here he is superb. To me, his rendi- 
tion of “Sonny Boy,” before a packed 
house within the hour of his baby’s 
death, is more intensely dramatic than 
his memorable “Kol Nidre” in his ini- 
tial essay at the films. 

It is in the cabaret scenes, however 
where the early morning roisterers are 
making whoopee, led by Al as master 
of ceremonies and chief entertainer. 
that Jolson is the dynamic, throbbing, 
high-powered songster best known to 
the masses. In such numbers as “I’m 
Sitting On Top of the World,” “The 
Spaniard Who Blighted My Life,” “It 
All Depends On You” and a half dozen 
others he is the irresistible and unap- 
proachable master. 

There are many in the cast who con- 
tribute generously to the engrossing 
quality of the picture that places Al 
Jolson unequivocally in the first rank 
of screen stars. Josephine Dunn is 
icily effective as the blond opportunist 
who marries. the humble waiter for 
what she can get out of him when his 
inevitable success seems imminent. 
Betty Bronson is in sharp contrast, and 
no less excellent, as Gracie, the ingen- 
uous cigarette vender. Little Davey Lee, 
cast as the small son of the “singing 
fool,” comes as near matching Jackie 
Coogan’s early precocity as any young- 
ster has. Among the long list of oth- 
ers importantly cast should be men- 
tioned Arthur Housman, Edward Mar- 
tindel, Reed Howes and William O’Con- 
nor. The fact that all are heard as 
well as: seen at one time or another 
further vitiates that bogus bugaboo of 
voice,

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When an actor, either on stage or 
screen, can create a character, insane, 
licentious, cruel, and apparently devoid 
of all admirable traits, and then cause 
his audiences to pity—yes, and almost 
love—him, then this man is indeed a 
great actor.

Rev. J. E. Briggs Says Bap- 
tists Should Not Let Dry 
Law Be Abrogated. 


METHODISTS T6 MEET 
AND ADOPT PLANS TODAY 


Federation Will Map Policy for 
Dealing With Politics in 
City Churches. 


All, or nearly all, was quiet in pul- 
pits along the Potomac yesterday as 
most of the pastors of the community 
stuck strictly to religious matters in 
the regular Sunday sermons, but fire of 
more or less vigor was in prospect today 
at the bi-weekly meeting of the Pastors’ 
Federation of District Methodists in the 
Methodist Building. 


These ministers are determined, it 
was reported yesterday, to attempt to 
define once and for all their position in 
regard to the discussion by churchmen 
of political issues: 

Virtually every Methodist clergyman 
In the District has declared individually 
that. he saw no reason for barring de- 
nunclations of Gov. Alfred EF. Smith 
and other wet candidates from his 
pulpit. 

Several of them have already fired 
heavily in the direction of the anti- 
prohibitiontsts, and in so doing have 
brought down upon their heads crit- 
icism from many sources. 

This criticism and a feeling that a 
unified stand in the matter would be 
advantageous have led them to soft- 
pedal, to some extent, further public 
treatment of the matter until the en- 
tire body has been placed: on reéord 
as to its belief. 


Public Statement Expected. 


The meeting to be held in the Metho- 
dist Building this morning will, it ts 
understood, issue a public statement on 
the subject. The committee in charge 
of preparing this statement is com- 
posed of Dr. J. Phelps Hand, superin- 
tendent of District Methodism: Dr. FB. 
Harris, pastor of Foundry Church; Dr. 
A. S. Mowbray, Massachusetts Avenue 
pastor; Dr. Frank Steelman, pastor of 
Trinity Church, and Dr. Fred C. Rey- 
nolds, of the Wesleyan Church. 

For the most part yesterday the 
Methodist preachers made no _ yrefer- 
ence to politics, but in some of the 
other denominations there was an oc- 
casional flare 

The Sunday sermons tn che District 
were largely confined tm routine re- 
ligious texts. There were two features 
of the day. One was the commemora- 
tion sermon by the Right Rev. James 


E. Freeman, head of the _ District 
Episcopal’ diocese on the fifth annt- 
versary of his consecration Bishop 


Freeman's sermon was at the people’s 
open-air evensong service at the foot 


of the Peace Cross, Washington Ca- 
thedral. The other was the use of 
a motion picture in connection with 
a sermon by the Rev. Jason ‘Noble 
Pierce, pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional Church 

Temperance Education Favored. 

At the Fifth Baptist Church last 
night, the Rev. John E. Briggs told 


his .congregation that the :-nurch and 
its ministers have “been asleep on the 
question of temperance for the past 
ten years.” He ‘advocated a return to 
the old methods of @ducation as most 
effective toward the accomplishment 
of real temperance.

Another Attacks Smith. 


Declaring that state religion exists 
only where the state formally adopts 
a church and taxes the people to sup- 
pott it, the Rev. Perry L. Mitchell, pas- 
tor of the Clarendon Baptist Church, 
last night followed up his attack on 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith of a week ago 
with a vigorous defense of his ac- 
tion. 

His sermon was largely in the nature 
‘of a reply to criticism by Rice Hooe, 
Washington attorney, and E. H. Allen, 
past grand master of the Odd Fellows’ 
organization of Virginia. In speeches 
Friday night at the Clarendon Odd 
Fellows’ Hall, both of these men had 
scored the bringing of political issues 
into churches by preachers. 

Dr. Mitchell declared that he did not 
desire to be known as a “political 
preacher.” He said that he had de- 
clined to speak on behalf of a political 
party in the county, and that use of 
the church building for “meetings of a 
religious-political nature” had been de- 
nied. 

This was the chief political discus? 
sion yesterday from a Washington pul- 
pit, and was in marked contrast to the 
discussion of religious subjects by oth- 
er preachers,

In the hotel where the petite. French 
actress happens to live is a jazz or- 
chestra. So it is an easy matter to 
drag the boys on stage, with the result 
that “Paris’’ becomes a riot, once the 
play is shelved, and jazz-mania takes 
command.
